| SICILY IN TERROR 


River of Molten Lava Creeps 
Upon Farms and Destroys 
Peasants’ Houses as They 
Flee to Safety. 


EARTH SHOCKS ARE FELT. 


Scientist Fears Eruption of Vol- 
cano Will Be Far More Seri- 
ous Before the End 
Is Reached. 


CATANIA, Sicily, March 24.—Mount Etna, 
whose eruptions in the past have wrought 
great destruction, is again in a violent state 
of activity. A pronounced movement within 
the crater began last evening, steadily in- 
creasing in volume, and tonight the gravest 
fears are entertained as to the results if the 
eruption continues in its present violent 
form. 

The town of Casa del Bosco has been cov- 
ered by lava and destroyed. 

From Catania a correspondent motored in 
the direction of the mountain. Passing the 
village of Mascalucia, twelve miles in a 
direct line from the crater, a thick curtain 
of smoke was encountered, which entirely 
concealed Etna. 

At Nicolosi, ten miles from the crater, the 
entire population had gathered in tne square 
to watch the volcano, which appeared as a 
black phantom above. Now and then it was 
illuminated with flashes of light, appearing 
almost red. Higher up the rain of cinders 
became thicker and extended like a veil 
, across the mountain. 


Mountain Roars, Earth Shakes, 

A deep roaring was heard and detonations 
like the sound of artillery followed one an- 
other di quick succession, while the earth 
shook under foot: 

One of the guides cried: An earthquake,“ 
and could hardly be induced to continue. The 
hot cinders covered the ground like a thick 
carpet, rendering walking difficult. A peas- 
ant was encountered coming down. He said: 

“The fire is rushing down, burning every- 
thing. The lava is like a redhot river.“ 

Proceeding a little farther along, four co- 


served. Occasionally they were cut by flashes 
of fire, presenting an awe-inspiring spectacle. 
Then the wind opened the clouds for a mo- 
ment and a wide strip of fire could be seen in 
the distance, advancing with monstrous con- 
tortions. It fell lke a torrent from Mount 
Capriolo, spreading out in the valley below. 


Lava River Flows Seven Miles. 
The lava fiow already had reached the 
vineyards above San Leo and Rinazzo, seven 
miles from the crater, and had buried a large 
number of peasants’ houses. It came in 
several streams and united in one great mase 
Its velocity was estimated at three to four 


+ feet a minute, varying according to the con- 


dition of the ground. This mighty wall of 
lava today waa net more than five miles from 
Bolpasso and Nidolosi. ‘ 

The meteorological station on the mountain 
side hag been destroyed and the village of 
Borrello is in serious danger. The people, 
terror stricken, are fleeing from their homes, 
The earth shocks have reached sbout fifty in 
number, but there is a continuous yibration 
and trembling for many miles around. 
Everywhere the villagers are carrying 
images in procession and imploring mercy. 
Twelve new cratefs have been opened. 


Frantic Ones Pray in Terror. 

Great confusion prevails, owing to the 
holding of processions, praying, and the dis- 
plays of the characteristic religious frenzy 
which possess the Sicilians in such emer- 
gencies, rendering them helpless. Every 
‘church in Nicolosi is crowded with panie 
stricken devotees and loud prayers continue 
uninterruptedly day and night. 

Hundreds of candles are lighted in front of 
every image, and all the saints are invoked. 
Troops have been dispatched to the Mount 
Etna district to keep order and assist in the 
evacuation of the villages. 

Many American and English tourists have 
arrived at Nicolosi, bent upon attempting an 
ascent of the mountain, but they are forcibly 
prevented by the police. 

The loud walilings of the people mingle with 
the rumblings of the mountain, making a 
weird chorus. 


Cardinal Goes to Aid Peasants. 

Cardinal Franci¢a-Nava, archbishop of 
Catania, went to Nicolosi to comfort the 
people. The whole population followed him 
to the verge of the lava stream, singing peni- 
tential pealms and praying aloud. 

The cardinal then visited Belpassio, where 
the panic was even greater than at Nicolosi. 
The inhabitants there knelt in the square and 
implored the cardinal to bless them and be- 
seech God to avert the scourge. The cardinal 
knelt and prayed with them and blessed 
them. 

The prefect of Catania, returning from the 
scene this evening, said: 

I have witnessed a spectacle of desolation 
and ruin which only those who saw the erup- 
tion of Vesuvius in 1906 can imagine. The 
present eruption can be compared to n 
other.“ : j 

The authorities have issued orders that no 
one shall be permitted to go beyond Belpasso, 
and soldiers have been stationed at various 
points to see that these orders are obeyed. 
The vitage of Borello is surrounded by the 
lava and the inhabitants heve fied to Bel- 
passo. 

Scientist Fears Worse to Come. 

Prof. Ricco, director of Mount Etna observ- 
atory, said tonight: 

“The eruption is grave and I think it will 
become much more serious. The lava has 
covered five miles in sixteen hours, and if 
my calculations are right the eruption of the 
volcano will not be short.“ 

Dr. Walter Craven, an Englishman, after 
his return today from Nicolosi where he 
made photos of the lava, said: 

“ Horrible detonations made the ground 
tremble under my feet and it was impossible 
to keep the camera steady more than for a 
moment. 

Many tourists, among whom Americans are 
conspicuous, are pouring into Catania to 
view the spectacle. Latest reports from 
Nicolosi tonight say that the lava has passed. 
over Mount San Leo. Cardinal Francica 
Nava, archbishop of Catania, visited Nicolosi 
this afternoon. The earth shocks continue.

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BOMB 88 WRECKS A SALOON 


Police Think Explosion Is Sequel 
of Labor Troubles.

by City Detectives. 


Bomb No. 36 exploded at 9 o’clock last night 
in the rear of Robert D. Lincoln’s saloon, the 
Crystal, at 414 South Halsted street. It tore 
a hole through the rear wall of a new one 
story addition, demolished the newly in- 
stalled plumbing, and shattered windows for 
a block. 

Police say the bomb was the sequel of 
labor troubles. Shortly before midnight J. 
O. Lindley, a plumber with a shop at 1139 
West Van Buren street, was taken to the 
Central police station. He was a former 
business partner of Lincoln, who was build- 
ing a new addition with nonunion labor and 
himseif doing the plumbing. 

The concussion of the bomb knocked a 
number of persons down in the vicinity of 
the explosion. Christine Smith, the baby 
daughter of Raymond Smith, 408 South Hal- 
sted street, was thrown from a high chair to 
the floor and bruised. George Adams and 
John Spellman at the same address were 
felled by the shock; and Robert Murdock, 412 
South Halsted street, was knocked down. 

The police, who were on the spot a minute 
or two after the explosion; after an investi- 
gation came to the conclusion that the bomb 
was set off as the result of labor troubles 
which have threatened ever since Robert.D. 
Lincoln, ‘the owner of the Crystal saloon, 
began to build a rear addition for the quar- 
ters of the Orystal Athletic club, an organiza- 
tion headed by Lincoln. 


Gambling at Bar Reported. 


A bartender in a neighboring saloon said 
there had been some crap shooting at the 
Lincoln bar, but this was denied by the pro- 
prietor, who was equally certain that the 
bomb was not the result of labor troubles. 

Detectives from Assistant Chief Schuet- 
tler’s office took Lindley into custody. He 
was the last man known to have been in the 
new addition prior to the explosion. _ 

„ was in the new part of the building 
changing my shirt,“ he said. “I had just 
bought a new garment, and was changing 
it before taking a train for Kokomo, Ind. 
When I was in the room I thought I smelled 
something that might heve been a burning 
fuse. I was in the saloon drinking when 
the explosion occurred. 3 
The police learned that up to a year anda 
half ago Lincoln and Lindley were partners 
in the plumbing business. Lincoln bought 
the Crystal saloon last June. He personally 
was superintending the building of the addi- 
tion which was to be used as the quarters 
of the athletic club which he heads. It 
was to have been opened tomorrow night 
with a wrestling match. 


Nonunion Labor Employed. 

He has employed nonunion labor on the 
structure, including carpenters and brick- 
layers. Two weeks ago a part of the walls 
was pulled down at night, and this act was 
said to be the result of union anger over the 
employment of nonunion workmen. Lincoln 
himself has been doing the plumbing work 
on the new addition. . 

Lindley explained to the police that he had 
lent Lincoln plumbing tools to work with. 
Detectives noticed there was powdered giass 
on Lindley’s clothing and expressed the be- 
Hef that he was in the rear room when the 
bomb was exploded. Lindley denied this. 
Others in the saloon who previousty had been 
drinking in the presence of Lindley said he 
had made no mention of going to Kokomo. 

Apparently the bomb was placedjinside of 
the buiiding with especial care to wreck the 
bath tank and other plumbing work.

HINT OF GAMBLING AT BAB. 


Plumber Arrested on Suspicion Is Held | 


Haines were near the scene and rushed for 
the place when they heard the explosion. 
They could find no one who admitted hav- 
ing seen any one near the outside of the rear 
of the building. Indeed, two policemen, De- 
tectives Mulvihill and Burns, were in a barn 
across the alley seeking trace of Joseph Wel- 
come, who shot his wife and killed another 
woman at 1144 West Monroe street Tues- 
day night. They said they had seen no one 
in the alley previous to the explosion. Both 
men were knocked down when the bomb 
was set off. 


Third Recent West Side Bomb. 


“T have no idea who could have wanted 
to wreck my building,” said Lincoln, who 
entered his saloon at 11 o’clock, after the 
police had searched for him two hours. 1 
am certain there was no labor disturbance 
because of the plumbing work, but I don't 
know why I was made a target by the bomb 
throwers. 

“The addition to the building is almost 
finished. As you can see, we have installed 
a lot of our gymnasium apparatus, and were 
going to open up the club Saturday evening. 
There never has been any gambling in the 
building.” 

Just as the bomb exploded a Douglas Park 
train was leaving the Metropolitan West Side 
Elevated station, only a few feet away from 
the saloon. The passengers were thrown 
into a panic and several windows in the cars 
were broken. None of the passengers or 
trainmen saw any one run away from the 
alley.

NEW DECISION IS CITED. 


13 of Rum’ Hopeful After In- 
troducing Opinion from 
Michigan Court. 


No vote on the saloon question in Chicago 
this spring is the prospective decision of 
the board of election commissioners, to be 
handed down this afternoon, when it passes 
upon the validity of the local option petition. 

The belief is entertained in well informed 
quarters that there will be no reversal of 
the ruling mede earlier in the proceedings 
over the “dry” petition as to the duty of 
the commission to compare the names on 
the list with the names of registered voters 
on the registration books. It is the further 
belief that. upon the basis of this ruiing, 
enough bad names have been discovered 
in the testing out of the petition to bring 
the total number of signatures far below the 
legal minimum of 68,011 signatures. 

In this event, which is forecast by. pro- 
ceedings in the offices of the election board 
since the attack upon the dry petition was 
made by Levy Mayer, there is noaing 
ahead of the three commissioners except to 
declare officially that the petition does not 
meet the requirement of the local option 
statute and that the proposition: Shall 
the city of Chicago become anti-saloon ter- 
ritory?”’ cannot be printed legally upon ihe 
official ballots for the coming municipal 
election, April 5. 


Discuss Case with Rinaker. 

The members of the election commission— 
Thomas F. Judge, Abel A. Bach, and Na- 
thaniel Hudson—with the chief clerk, John 
C. Cannon, were in consultation last even- 
ing with County Judge Lewis Rinaker, the 
official head of the Cook county election ma- 
chinery. Frank D. Ayers, attorney for the 
board, is charged with the task of preparing 
the opinion of the board. 

Only the tabulations of the work done by 
fifty clerks in checking up the names on the 
“dry *’ petition protested by thé United So- 
cieties remain to permit a report to the elec- 
tion board. This report will be embodied 
in the board's formal decision. Chief Clerk 
Cannon worked five men overtime in the 
hope of being ready last night, but at 6 p. m. 
announced he could not finish the task until 
today. 

Secrecy, contrasting with the publicity al- 
lowed in the early stages of the scrutiny of 
the 35,000 names carded as doubtful by the 
United Societies, covered every move of the 
election board-and its clerks. 

The election ballots are already in type 
and proofs are in Chief Clerk Cannon's 
hands, so that there may be no delay in the 
printing following today's decision. On the 
ballots appears the question:. 

Shall this city become anti-saloon terri- 
tory ?*’ 

The line will be lifted out if the board rules 
against the vote. 


Drys ‘Hopeful in Afternoon.

BOSTON DOCTOR DISCOVERS 
NEW PAINLESS KNIFE METHOD. 


Has Anesthetic Which Permits Opera- 
tion on Brain, Eye, or Ear While Pa- 
tient Is Conscious. 


Boston, Mass., March’ 24.—[{Special.]—Dr. 
John J. Hurly announces the discovery of a 
new method of production of conscious anes- 
thesia, painless and bloodless, which prom- 
ises a revolution in surgery. The most deli- 
cate operation may be performed on the 
brain, eye, or ear with absolutely no dis- 
comfort to the patient. 

The patient also may be given a full meal 
just before or after the operation. Dr. Hur- 
ly’s method consists of an injection of a so- 
lution of cocaine, adrenalin, and salt solution 
beneath the periosteum. 

The value of his discovery has been dem- 
onstrated recently at the Massachusetts Eye 
and Ear infirmary. The patient was a woman 
40 years old, who was admitted to the hospital 
for ossicles of the ear, necessitating a par- 
ticularly trying and delicate operation. Sur- 
geons present say the operation was abso- 
hutely painless and bloodless. A remark 
made the patient laugh during the operation 
and it was necessary to suspend work until 
she had sobered down.

As this breaking up goes on, Mrs. Yerkes 
has remained in the mansion. She, too, must 
go soon, because when the furniture, rugs, 
and paintings have been disposed of the man- 
sion itself will be offered at auction. 

By the provisions of the will, Mrs. Yerkes 
was to have the use of the house for the re- 
mainder of her life, but she renounced the 
will, and, of course, is entitled under the 
law to one-third of the estate.

SHOTS FLY THROUGH STREET

Decree Will Be Sought on the 
Grounds of Incompatibil- 
ity, It Is Said.

Mrs. Rush when seen yesterday was loath 
to say anything about the situation. She 
was exquisitely cressed in a white lingerie 
dress, over pink silk, with gray suede slip- 
pers. Her white throat was bare and her 
plump forearms gleamed below her tight fit- 
ting elbow sleeves. She was looking through 
a trunk of old letters, personal souvenirs; and 
clothes which she had packed and had sent 
from her former ‘residence to her mother’s 
apartment. 


Says Separation Is Permanent. 

‘Well, everybody knows we are separated 
and all of my friends know that it is perma- 
nent, so I don’t see why I shouldn’t admit it 
to the whole world,“ she said.

Say They Will Go Out April 1 
if More Pay Is Denied. 


ARE DIVIDED INTO FACTIONS | 


Firemen and Railroads Ready to Arbi- 
trate Money Dispute. 


A strike of 6,000 painters on April 1 is) 
threatened unless the employers concede de- 
mands for increased wages. The painters 
want .« raise from 388 to 60 cents an hour. 
The union recently voted to demand the 
raise, with an agreement to run one year, 
and yesterday the business agents began 
preparations for the walkout. 

The employers refused to grant ihe de- 
mand. By reason of the factional fight 
within the union between the Skinny 
Madden adherents and the anti-Madden fac- 
tion. the situation is complicated. 

Members of the Madden faction recently 
signed an greement with eee on 
the banis of 56 cents an h or two years. 

This action was repudiated by the anti- 
Madden element, which controls a majority 
of the membership, insisting on the origina} 
demand for 60 cents an bour. The Madden 
leaders claim to control about 2,000 men, 
and the members of the anti-Madden locals 
fear the former will refuse to obey a strike 
order, should one be issued. 


Ready for Wage Arbitration. 

Following the signing of arbitration agree- 
ments between the locomotive firemen and 
officials. of forty-nine western railroads, each 
side took steps to select an arbitrator to hear 
the wage dispute. The two will select an 
umpire. President Carter of the firemen 
announced that an arbitrator for the men 
would be selected today. 

Should the arbitrators fail to agree on an 
umpire, the duty of appointing him will de- 
volve upon Labor Commissioner Charles P. 
Neill and Martin A. Knapp, chairman of the 
interstate commerce commission. Mr. Neill, 
whose diplomacy as mediator under the Erd- 
man law averted the threatened strike of fire- 
men, returned to Washington during the 
morning. Both sides expressed appreciation 
of his efforts and satisfaction over the settle- 
ment of the dispute. 


Elevator Constructors Ask Injunction. 

Officers of the Elevator Constructors’ 
union filed a bill in the Circuit court asking 
that an injunction be issued-to restrain the 
Marine Engine and Machine company from 
discharging elevator constructors and em- 
ploying other than members of the union in 
the work of installing elevators in the Steger 
building at Jackson boulevard and Wabash 
avenue. 5 

Officers of the union allege that eleven 
members employed on the building have been 
threatened with djsmissal in violation of an 
agreement.

Citizens Denounce Trustees’ 
Rule and Tell of Taxes In- 
creased by Thousands. 


PREPARE TO PROSECUTE. 


Evidence Will Be Laid Before 
State’s Attorney, Speak- 
ers Assert. 


** Bankrupt Cicero is tied hand and foot by 
a ring of grafters. The situation is intoler- 
able. We shall lay our evidence before 
States Attorney Wayman and ask for a 
thorough grand jury investigation. If that 
fails, we might as well move out of Cicero.“ 

This ccanplaint and program by the Citi- 
zens’ Reform league of Cicero was announced 
last night by Erskine Hart and T. E. White- 
church at a campaign meeting or the Citi- 
zens’ party town candidates. A crowd that 
filled the hall at Thirty-first. place and Fif- 
tieth court wildly cheered the speakers and 
pledged support in ousting the old town 
trustees, who are seeking reélection in spite 
of a record of taxation five times multiplied 
and a debt of $200,000 

Here is the proof of some of these 
charges,” shouted Clyde Schoerner, holding 
out a printed copy of Town Clerk Charles 
Stoffel’s annual report, fresh from the press. 
“The spokesmen of the ring tell you that 
it is a campaign document, but it merely con- 
taine figures compiled from the records in 
Mr. Stoffel’s office. He wouldn't protect the 
ring in its schemes.“ 

Points Where Money Went. 

Mr. Schoerner pointed to the following items 
of alleged drains on the contingent fund: 

Trustee Christ Jepsen received $331.20 for 
sewer aprons and $337.73 for street curbing, al- 
though the law forbids a town trustee or other 
official to be interested in arty contract on which 
he might be called upon to vote, Jepsen is a 
cement contractor, 

Trustee J. W. Kapela charged the town $5 
as “ expenses for buying a fire engine horse, 

The same trustee charged $75 as expenses for a 
trip to Baltimore to secure new bonds as super- 
visor, the company first on his surety having 
withdrawn. 

Trustee Kapela also drew $300 to defray cost 
of these new bonds. 

Trustee L. O. Fitzpatrick, President George 
Comerford, and Town Attorney J. J. Sherlock 
received $66,66 each for the expenses of a trip 
to New York. 

Attorney Sherlock, although getting a salary, 
received half of a $15,000 fee paid for recover- 
ing from a surety company 70, 000 of town 
funds deposited in the defunct Lincoln bank. 
The other half of this fee went to Hiram T. 
Gilbert. 

Trustee and Town Collector 0. W. Young re- 
ceived a 2 per cent collection fee when this 
$70,000 came into his hands a few weeks ago, 
although the collector who first gathered it also 
got the legal 2 per cent for collection, 

Lot Brown received $3,200 for spreading « 
special assessment that never was confirmed. 

A contractor got $7,000 for 2,000 square yards 
of paving that the town engineer said never 
had been laid. 


Racetrack and Saloon. 

In addition to these specifications Mr. 
Schoerner charged that one of the town 
‘trustees was permitted to operate a racetrack 
poolroom in Hawthorne park and that an- 
other was Allowed to run a saloon without 
the $500 license fee exacted of others. , 

„We .have.the most miserably governed 
municipality in Illinois,” said Mr, Schoerner, 
“yet it costs the most—two to three times 
as much as other larger towns.”’ 

Within two weeks, said D. J. Brennan, 
referring to the plan of the Citizens’ Reform 
league to take the evidence before the grand 
jury of Cook county, some of the ringsters 
will be crying for mercy. In a few years the 
taxes have been raised to $138,000 from 836. 
000. <A total of about $30,000 was spent on 
paving for the benefit of a chosen few.“

18725 of Senate Subcom- 
mittee on Conservation 
Agree on Bill. | 


UPSET THE TAFT PLANS. 
Take Different Tack from the 


Measure Administration 
Advocated. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT) 

Washington, D. C., March 24.—[Special.]— 
A water power bill has been agreed upon 
by the senate subcommittee on conserva- 
tion. It is a marked departure from the Bal- 
linger drawn administration measure. The 
difference is 80 great that the wonder is 
whether the administrationists will secog- 
nize it as one of their legislative children. 

It emphasizes the rights of the states rather 
than those of the federal government, pro- 


| viding that the secretary of the interior shall 


turn the water power sites over to the states 
making application for them. The regula- 
tion of the companies making power devel- 
opment is left to the states under conditions 
specified in the bill. 

The measure, as unanimously agreed upon 
by the subcommittee, dodges the constitu- 
tional difficulty which has been held by the 
public lands committee to block the way 
of the original administration plan. The old 
argument was that the federal government 
had no fright in water except for the purposes 
of navigation, and that the control of water 
for other purposes constitutionally rests with 
the states. 


Plan of the Subcommittee. 

Under the arrangement proposed by the 
subcommittee a party desiring to make a 
power development in any public land state 
must make application; to the governor or 
some other state officer. 

The government land desired for this pur. 
pose will be indicated. The state officer then 
will apply to the secretary of the interior 
for a patent. If the secretary finde that the 
land desired is tearonably necessary for the 
proposed project and that it is to be used 
tor power development in accordance with 
the act, he may grant a patent to the state. 

Thereafter the state is required to per- 
petually retain title to the land, but is per- 
mitted to lease the power sites to the appli- 
cants. 

The state is required to see that the power 
development is made with reasonable speed 
and to provide in all of its. leases that the 
rates charged the public shall be fixed at 
least once in ten years ky the state or by 
cata board or commission authorized by the 

e 

The restriction of monopoly also is placed 
upon the state, which is required, either by 
law or by stipulation in the lease, to forbid 
parties thus securing power sites to enter 
into combinations, and to provide for the 
forfeiture of the lease in case panacea tions 
are effected. 


Knotty Question Faced. 

A knotty question faced by the subcom- 
mittee was, how the federal government 
could obtain redress in the event that a 
state failed to deal with private parties in 
accordance with federal law. 

It finally was determined that in the event 
that either the state or the party securing 
the lease fails to live up to the requirements 
of this proposed federal statute, the patent 
to the power site shall be canceled and the 
land shall again’ become the property of the 
United States. 

The great difference between this and the 

administration measure is that this bill un- 
dertakes to have the states do what the Bal- 
linger bill proposed should be dene by the 
federal government. 
From the standpoint of the out and out 
conservationists one ground of objection to 
the new measure probably will be that it 
fixes no maximum period for which a lease 
may be made; the term of the lease is left 
entirely with the states. 

The western senators who compose the sub- 
committee also make no reference in their 
méasure to the payment of a royalty by par- 
ties making power development. Presum- 
ably it is optional with the state whether 
royalty is charged or not.

Witness Says Striped Beast Could Be 
Tamed Like Kitten. 


Washington, D. C., March 24.—The intro- 
duction of the hippopotamus, the rhinoceros, 
the camel, the eland, the springbok, the trek 
bok, the dik-dik, the coo-doo, the giraffe and 
other African animals into America as a So- 
lution of the problem of food supply was 
suggested by speakers before the house 
committee on agriculture today. 

Capt. Fritz Duquesne, a Boer; Dr. W. N. 
Erwin of the bureau of plant industry of the 
department of agriculture, and Maj. Burn- 
ham, who has spent years in Africa and who 
accompanied former President Roosevelt on 
part of his travels, argued in favor of the 
Broussard bill to import wild and domestic 
animals into the United States. 

Such animals, according to the bill, must 
prove useful either as food or as beasts of 
burden. All of the witnesses declared that 
many of the animals in Africa easily could 
be raised in this country. 


Hippos Gentle Beasts, 

The hippopotamus can be led and fed from 
a milk bottle, declared Capt. Duquesne, who 
formerly served with the Boer army. The 
zebra in three or four generations would be- 
come so tame that he would meander into 
your bedrooms.

nullification of the publicity clause of the 
corporation tax law was accomplisLed by 
the senate with scarcely a ripple.

Thus either the 
president or congress may direct in specific 
instances that reports shail be made public.

John A. Penton and the ship subsidy crowd 
will have to face the music, The judiciary 
committee of the house. determined today 
to recommend a thorough investigation into 
the charges made by the Merchant Marine 
league against the members of congress. 
The subcommittee, which made the report 
without recommendation, was directed to for- 
mally draft the charges made by Mr. Penton, 
by the league, and by its organ.. The charges 
will be put into such definite shape that the 


house may have an issue plainly drawn upon 


which to order an investigation. 


Charges Basis of Inquiry. 

The loose language used in letters and par- 
ticularly in the American Flag will be re- 
duced to the flat charges that Steenerson and 
Kustermann are the hired representatives of 
foreign ship owners; that members of con- 
gress are the retained agents of these for- 
elgners; that the foreign ship owners have 
raised large corruption funds which have 
been placed among the members of con- 
gress. 

Ot course the action of the house will be 
directed towards purging itself and its own 
members. The iechnical question will be 


not whether Penton and “iis crowd Übeled 


congress and its e but whether con- 
gress and its members are guilty of the 
wrong doing specified. in the charges now 
being digested from the flery literature of 
the Merchant Marine league. 


Must Back Up Charges, 

But the effect will be to make Mr. Penton 
and his associates fish or cut bait on the 
sharp talk.in which they have been indulg- 
ing. Hardly any person has an idea that 
their innuendos are backed by the least in- 
formation. The style in which their stuff is 
put forth indicates a vitriolic pen and a bad 
digestion rather than an accumulation of 
facts, and this is all that is expected to be 
brought out by the investigation. In that 
event the committee will have an oppor- 
tunity to pay its respects to the Merchant 
Marine league and probably will take advan- 
tage of the opportunity. 

The final report of the subcommittee will 
be presented to the judiciary committee to- 
morrow. Then a final vote will be taken 
recommending that the house authorize the 
inquiry. That the house will follow-the rec- 
ommendation of the judiciary committee is 
hardly open to doubt.

IGNORANCE OF HEALTH LAWS 
COSTS 600,000 LIVES A YEAR? 


Senator Owen Charges Great Mortality 
to Sanitary Neglect in Speech Favor- 
ing Bill for New Cabinet Department. 


Washington, D. C., March 24.—That 600,000 
lives are sacrificed annually on the altar of 
this country’s ignorance and neglect of san- 
itary and health laws, was asserted by Sen- 
ator Owen in a speech in the senate today in 
support of his bill creating a department of 
health with a cabinet officer at its head. 

Mr. Owen's address was based on the 
theory that the various health agencies of 
the government should be consolidated. He 
said while President Taft had not committed 
himself absolutely on the subject, he was 
confident he was in sympathy with the move- 
ment. 

He declared that with proper attention to 
the prevention of contagion and to the pro- 
tection of the people against the use of pol- 
luted water and impure and adulterated food 
human life could be greatly extended and 
with all the safeguards applied the average 
might be increased to the extent of twenty- 
seven years within the century. 

In addition to the 600,000 case of fatal ill- 
ness annually Mr. Owen asserted that an av- 
erage of 3,000,000 people was constantly 


| sick in this country with preyentable dis- 
eases. 


A statement by Mr. Owen concerning the 
prevalence of the hookworm in the south 
aroused much interest. He said he had been 
informed by an expert that 90 per cent of the 
children of one of the southern states were 
afflicted with the disease.

WARNING BY GARFIELD. 


Ohio Leaders Diseuss Issues Be- 
fore Tippecanoe Club of 
Cleveland. 


Cleveland, O., March 24.—The Republican 
administration was arraigned here tonight 
before the Tippecanoe club by former Gov. 
Myron T. Herrick, who charged it with grose 
extravagance and asserted that tie high 
tariff was necessitated by the immense reve- 
nue required by unbusinesslike government 
methods. 

Mr. Herrick was preceded by James R. 
Garfield, former secretary of the interior, 
who warned the Republican party that the 
country was impatient for the fulfillment of 
its pledges and that inaction or makeshift 
legislation would not be tolerated. Mr. Gar- 
field declared that a new order had arisen 
and that if the Republicans did not wish the 
control of the government to pass into other 
hands they must make an honest effort to 
carry out the platform upon which they were 
elected to power. 


Must Regulate Legislators. 

Mr. Herrick, concurring in Mr. Garfield's 
remarks, declared that the time has come for 
the Republican party to “ revamp its doc- 
trines. 

„We must regulate the men who are run- 
ning the government,” he said. Through- 
out the country, from the municipalities and 
states on up to the capitol at Washington, 
there is the grossest extravagance. Any de- 
partment of thé government could be run by 
a man who could run a bank or a factory at 
one-half of the cost of the present system. 

„There has been a great outcry about the 
high tariff, but that tariff was framed by 
men who knew that they must have an enor. 
‘mous revenue to support the gross extrava- 
gance of the government. One of the great- 
est menaces that confronts us today is the 
great bonded debts which in time must break 
down credit.”’ 


Duty to Face Situation. 

„% There is a new force at work; a new 
order of things is being established in our 
23 industrial, and political life, said 

Garfield. It is our duty to squarely 
fous the situation an 
counted for the policies that are in sym- 
pathy with the best progressive thought of 
our country. 

We, as a party, have promised progres- 
sive legislation and the people are justly 
calling upon us for a fulfillment of that 
promise. They will not be satisfied with in- 
action and makeshift legislation. This legis- 
lation must provide for such regulation over 
corporations by both nation and state as will 
safeguard the public interest, prevent abuses, 
make more easy the enforcement of law 
against illegal or unfair business, and then 
fully protect the corporation that obeys the 
law, 

Greater emphasis must be placed upon 
publicity in dealing with the corporation and 
business interests. More can be done 
through publicity than by any other means. 
If we know the facts intelligent legislation 
is easy; if we act in the dark, unwise and 
unjust legislation is inevitable. 

“Today the average American demands 
that his party strive for the public good first; 
the party good second. He pays but little 
attention to the mere personal success of 
party leaders. He will support them when 
they strive for the common good; he will dis- 
cord them when they fail so'to do. 


_ Respects to Standpatters. 


“The ‘ standpatter is content to rest upon 
the fight that has been made and deceive 
himself with the belief that further contest 
is unnecessary. The ‘ progressive,’ on the 
other hand, recognizes that whatever of 
god has been obtained is but a small frac- 
tion of what ought to be obtained, that What- 
ever vantage point has been gained is but a 
single step of the many that must be taken 
in the long contest for securing the objects 
for which our nation was created.

Gov. Marshall Speaks After Parade 
of Old Neighbors. 


Indianapolis, Ind., March 24.—[ Special. 
The home city of former Vice President Fair- 
banks gave him and Mrs. Fairbanks a gen- 
erous welcome home this afternoon from 
their trip around the world. Thousands 
paraded and cheered the returned citi- 
zen. Mr. Fairbanks standing in an automo- 
bile, waved his hat to the people and mopped 
his brow at every wave of his silk tile. 

Mr. Fairbanks was met at the Union station 
by @ committee headed by Gov. Marshall 
and escorted without ceremony through the 
station to the open square, where the na- 
tional and state military and hundreds of 
citizens were waiting. 

A detachment of United States regulars 
from Fort Benjamin Harrison, in command 
of Maj. Van Viet, with the regimental band, 
faced the guest on the east side of the square, 
while the First battalion of the Second regi- 
ment, Indiana state militia, commanded by 
Maj. Conde, was drawn up on the west side, 
with the Indianapolis military band in front. 
Military salutes were offered as Mr. and Mra. 
Fairbanks, accompanied by the reception 
committees, moved to the waiting automo- 
Wiles, decorated with flags in honor of the 
occasion. 


Business Houses Decorated. 

The movement of the parade to the circle, 
where the chief ceretnonies of the afternoon 
were held, was along streets lined with flags 
and bunting, while from the tops and front 
of many business houses in the downtown 
district the national colors waved their wel- 
come. 

“The parade was led by a platoon of twelve 
mounted sergeants of police. United States 
infantry followed the police, while the militia 
battalion followed the three automobiles car- 
rying the guests and chiefs of the receiving 
party. Following the militia came automo- 
biles with all the committeemen and visit- 
ing mayors who came to the city to take 
part in response to an invitation from Mayor 
Shank, 

On the north side of the federal bullding 
hundreds of school children were gathered. 
In reeponse to an invitation by the com- 
mittee the parade halted opposite the Har- 
rison monument while Mr. Fairbanks made 
a few remarks to the children, who responded 
by waving flags. The schools had been dis- 


had invited the young people out in great 
numbers. 

On every side were seen red carnations, the 
official badge of the occasion. At the Board 
of Trade building, where the reception com- 
mittee and other committees had gathered to 
go to the station, flowers were given to all 
who took part, while hundreds were worn 
by those in the crowd. 


Gov. Marshall’s Welcome. 

Arriving at Monument place, Gov. Mar- 
shall was introduced and made a speech of 
welcome. 

For one full year this distinguished citizen 
of Indiana has been encircling the globe,” 
said the governor. “ He has visited all lands 
and everywhere he has maintained the dig- 
nity and standing of American citizenship. 
He comes back to us, marvelous as it may

of the land of wonders.”’ 

The letter approves in large bert Col. 
Roosevelt’s addresses in the Sudan, but the 
writer added: 

„We fear the wealth and happiness you 
see in Egypt, which is occupied by a foreign 
power, will dazzle your eyes and lead you to 
advise those who hear your speeches to en- 
deavor to preserve the status quo and eulo- 
gize the occupation in the same manner you 
eulogized Modern Egypt,“ which was writ- 
ten by Lord Cromer. 

“If you do this you certainly will modify 
the pleasure of the Egyptians who are anx- 
ious to meet you.“ 


Stirs Rumor of Menace.

HATCHET IS LIVE ISSUE. 


Alleged Murderers Base Theory 
of Self-Defense on It, and 
This Is Assailed. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT .] 

Watseka, III., March 24.—[Special.}—Free 
P. Morris, attorney for the defense, hinted 
at a conspiracy on the part of Crescent City 
people to manufacture evidence and to sup- 
press important facts in his cross examina- 
tion of D. H. Meyer today ‘in the trial o. ~r. 
W. R. Miller. Mrs. Lucy Sayler, and John 
Grunden, who are charged with the murder 
of John Byron Sayler. 

The cross examination attacked the strong- 
est points of the state’s case. Meyer was on 
the stand five hours, and frequently was 
compelled to take refuge in statements tnat 
he did not remember many details. 

Three witnesses were heard during the 
day—Godfrey H. Reble, Meyer, and Laward 
L. Blanton. They told the story of weir 
investigation at the. house of the Saylers. 
Meyer and Blanton both declared the hatchg 
et, which is the basis of the theory of self - 
defense, was not in the room at the time of 
their first investigation, but was found later. 


Found Hatchet Long After Murder. 

The witnesses, who went to the Sayler 
house shortly after the shooting, testified 
that the body of Sayler lay near the door of 
the parlor, and that a black felt hat and 
black necktie lay on the floor near him. They 
left the house, they said, and; on returning 
two or three hours later, discovered a hatchet 
lying on the hat. This evidence was intro- 
duced to overthrow the story told by the de- 
| fendants at the coroner’s inquest that Sayler, 

the victim, attacked Dr. Miller. 

Attorney Morris’ intimation. of a conspiracy 
against Dr. Miller was made after he had 
brought ou the fact that a detective had 
been employed who had interviewed wit- 
nesses after the shooting and had obtained 
signed statements from witnesses. 

Didn't you go around with a detective 
and get people to tell what they knew about 
the case and most of the past history of the 
persons involved? demanded Mr. Morris, 
advancing toward the witness. 

No,“ replied Meyer. 


Conspiracy Charge Not Pushed. 

Didn't you agree with a number of per- 
sons in Crescent City toa conspiracy to manu- 
facture evidence to convict these defendants 
and to conceal certain facts beneficial to 
| them, and wasn't it in pursuance of that 
unholy purpose that you failed to mention 
seeing the hatchet until I suggested it?’ was 
the next question 

The state’s attorney objected and the ob- 
jection was sustained. 

“There were certain assumptions in that 
question and because of its form I sustained 
the objection,“ said the judge. Lou may 
ask the question in a different form if you 
wish, Mr. Morris.“ 

The attorney made no attempt to repeat 
the question. 


Blanton Also Hits Defense. 

The next witness, Blanton, overthrew this 
theory of the defense when he said that on 
the first imvestigation.a piece of paper lay 
near the hat and on the second investiga- 
tion the hatchet was lying on this piece of 
paper. 

Blanton's account of the actions of John 
Grunden after Sayler was killed and after 
words spoken by Grunden created a stir in 
the courtroom. 

Were you present during the conversa- 
tion between Meyer and Grunden? asked 
State’s Attorney Pallisard. 

Tes, was Blanton's answer. Meyer 
asked how the trouble started, and Grunden 
replied: ‘That is mone of your business. 
It is for me to know and for you to find out. 
You will pardon me for using such language, 
but that is the way I talk.’

Mutual Concessions Believed Likely 
to Avert Trouble. 


(CHICAGO TRIBUNE BURBAU.} 
Ottawa, Ont., March. 24.—[Special.]—The 
Hon. W. S. Fielding, minister of finance, ac- 
companied by the Hon. George P. Graham, 
minister of railways and canals, left this 
afternoon for Washington, where Mr. Field- 
ing will confer again with President Taft in 
regard to the tariff problem now confronting 
the two countries.

RESENT HIS CRITICISMS. 


Intend to Show Faults of Sched- 
ules to People for Final 
Judgment. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.] 

Washington, D. C., March 24.—[{Special. ]— 
An assaujt upon the Aldrich-Payne tariff 
law, which will involve the president is the 
plan now being developed by the western sen- 
ators who voted against the bill and who 
made the principal fight against its various 
schedules last summer. 

The fight is not to be, as was suggested at 
firat, a fight to obtain the amendment of the 
tariff commission feature of the bill. It will 
be a defense by Senators Dolliver, La Follette, 
Cumming. Bristow, Clapp, and others of their 
attitude in opposing the bill, an attitude 
which has been criticised by Preident Taft 
in the numerous speeches he has made in sup- 
port of the bill during the last few months. 

The western senators believe the president 
has driven them into a corner, and that it is 
time for them to make some reply to the 
speeches he has made at Winona, New York, 
Providence, and other cities, where he pro- 
nounced the tariff bill a meritorious and 
highly praiseworthy measure, 


Feel That Taft Attacks Them. 


The mutineers have not changed their opin- 
jons of the tariff bill, and they feel, therefore, 
that the president has reflected directly upon 
their judgment and their sincerity and has 
opened an argument in which théy must 
make a forceful reply for the benefit of the 
people who have approved their course in 
voting against the bill. 

The president went into details and gave 
figures to show that the bill was a revision 
downward and a fulfillment of the pledges of 
the Republican party. It is understood that 
in reopening the tariff arguments in the 
senate Dolliver, La Follette, Cummins, and 
Bristow will make equally emphatic state- 
ments as to their own views of the bill and 
will draw direct issues of fact between the 
president and themselves. 


Will Tell Country the Truth. 

The Dolliver-La Follette fusillade against 
the bill may be entirely independent of this de- 
velopment, however. The insurgents are not 
so anxious to make definite amendments in 
the bill this session as they are to stand up 
once more and deliver some burning truths 
to the country as to what the schedules of 
the tariff law actually contain, and how far 
the bill goes as an improvement upon the 
law which it superseded. 

Back of the rapidly developing plan of the 
insurgent senators to renew hostilities is 
the belief that the president and the party 
leaders are endeavoring to create a senti- 
ment in the west in favor of the tariff bili 
which practically will drive the insurgente 
out of the Republican party. 

This is evidenced, they assert, by attempts 
to obtain indorsement of the tariff Jaw in 
conventions in Iowa; by the calling of the 
editorial convention in Illinoig for the pur- 
pose of indorsing the law; and by the efforts 
to line up the Indiana, Wisconsin, and Min- 
nesota Republican organizations to pass res- 


administration.

Sidney Warwick’s A HOUSE OF LIES” is a 
dramatic tale, involving a crime and its conse- 
quences. A charge of fraud in a trusteeship 
has been preferred against Hartley Lathom, a 
prosperous and respected solicitor. With a pas- 
sionate faith in her husband’s integrity the 
young wife goes to his study to comfort him, 
and, surprising his secret, finds that he is not 
only guilty of the fraud of which he is ae- 
cused but that by a lie he won her from Jar- 
dine, her former lover and the plaintiff in the 
suit. Hartley succeeds in persuading his wife 
to go to Jardine and ask him to stop the case 
before any injurious revelations can be made.

Payment of $50,000 Alimony, 
Costs, and Counsel Fees

Reno, Nev., March 24.—[Specal.]—The suit 
for divorce brought by James Gayley, the 
United States Steel corporation official, was 
abandoned today. The cross complaint of 
Mrs. Gayley was filed. Mr. Gayley’s com- 
pleint, which alleged desertion, was not read 
to the court and he offered no testimony in 
hs own, behalf, except to tell of his residence 
in Reno. 

Im her cross complaint Mrs. Gayley asks 
for a decree of divorce on the grounds of 
desertion, $50,000 alimony, costs of suit and 
counsel fees. Gayley testified in behalf of 
hs wife’s admittance in heranswer that Gay- 
ley had acquired a legal residence in this 
state. 

Counsel Put in Confusion. 

Judge Orr has ordered the testimony tran- 
scribed, ordering the case submitted jn the 
meantime, to the disappointment of both par- 
ties to the action. A decision will not be an- 
nounced before Saturday. Both the prin- 
cipals and their counsel are up in the air over 
the unusual turn the affairs have taken. 


There is speculation throughout the city as 


to the final outcome, many declaring the de- 
cree will be refused. 

When his wife and daughters were giving 
testimony yesterday and his counsel closed 
the case, without cross examination, Gayley 
was out of town. The court called for evi- 
3 upon the question of Gayley's required 
residence in the state. This morning. after 
Gayley had been brought into court, his wife 
and daughters were not in sight. One of the 
attorneys for Gayley declared yesterday in 
open court that this action was the stranges 
proceeding he ever experienced. a 


Gayley on Witness Stand. 

Gayley occupied the witness stand all 
morning. It was shown that since March 5, 
1909, when he leased a home here, he had 
been in the city, all told, twenty-four and a 
half weeks, the remainder of the twelve 
months being spent on business visits to va- 
rious eastern cities and Europe. For three 
weeks he was on a vacation in Michigan. 

He declared he had built a house here, 
now ready for furnishings, and expected to 
make Reno his only place of residence. He 
had been housekeeping here during the last 
year, he said, except when business demands 
took bim away. 

Mrs. Gayley’s counsel took exception to 
the court’s action yesterday, demanding 
proof of Gayley’s legal residence. If the 
case is thrown out of court some further 
legal activity is promised. As it is at pres- 
ent it would appear that both sides want a 
decree granted to the wife. 


JOHN DICKINSON’S CREDITORS 
TO GET 15 CENTS ON DOLLAR. 


Will Meet Today, When Settlement of 
the Broker’s Affairs Is Expected to 
Be Brought About. 


Settlement of the financial affairs of John 
Dickinson, the broker whose business failed 
a little nete than a year ago, is expected this 
morning. A meeting of creditors will be held 
in the office of Referee in Bankruptcy S. C. 
Eastman, when acton is expected. 

The proposition of the former broker and 
friends who are backing him is to settle with 
creditors on a basis of 15 cents om the dollar. 
It will take something like 840 000 to make 
the payments on this basis and all of this 
amount is declared to have been found. 

Dickinson’s assets; which were placed in 
the hands of the American Trust and Savings 
bank as receiver, amount to less than this 
amount, but the deficiency, it is said, is being 
made up by his friends. 

Dickinson’s credtors number about 250. 
Their claims, as filed in the federal bankrupt- 
cy court, aggregate approximately $250,000.

Pueblo, Colo., March 24.—[Special.]—One 
member of an Italian black hand gang was 
killed and another wounded during a run- 
hing fight with a sheriff’s posse east of the 
city today. The wounded man,\ with one 
companion, is being pursued and their cap- 
ture is expected soon. 

The fight was the result of an attempt 
to blackmail Tony Santuso, an Italian farm- 
er. On March 16 Santuso received a letter 
demanding that he leave some money in a 
certain spot, under penalty off death. He 
paid no attention to it. Last night he re- 
ceived another message asking him to de- 
posit $2,000 in a lonely place on the prairie 
near his home. He reported the affair to 
the sheriff’s office. 


Officers Lie in Ambush. 

Deputy Sheriffs Joseph Reilly, John Mills, 
and William Drew were sent to the place 
designated and hid in a gulch, and Santuso 
was instructed to take the money to the 
spot. About half an hour later the three 
black hand men drove up in a wagon and 
took the money. 

The three officers, with leveled guns, com- 
manded them to halt. Instead they tried to 
escape and the officers fired. One of the bul- 
lets struck Sam Falcone, one of the Italians, 
and he fell. 
be shot through the arm, but he was able to 
escape. 

The two men started towards Pueblo, but 
it is believed they have a secret cave near 
the scene or were taken in by friends. The 
dead man was brought to Pueblo, and he has 
so far been unidentified. He is about 80 
years of age. 4

That the University of IIlinois has 
attracted wide attention among the edu- 
cators of the country, and is looked upon 
as one of the state universities likely to 
be in the font rank before long, is shown 
by a remark of President Eliot’s on the 
occasion of the inauguration of President 
Lowell last fall. Speaking of President 
James, he remarked that the state univer- 


itors of Harvard, and that “among them 
all none will give you more reason to look 
to your laurels than the University of IIIi- 
nois, which, under the leadership of this 
youngest and most successful university 
president, is setting the pace in many 
respects for them all.” 
The progress of the University of IIII- 
nols has been notable and its achieve- 
ments great, but a careful examination 
shows that it is notable more for what it 
has not yet done than for what it has 
done. Some six weeks ago we pointed 
out in these columns the great services 
which the University of Wisconsin has 
been giving through its municipal research 
bureau, its aid in the campaign for the 
conservation of human resources, its legis- 
lative reference work, and so on. Similar 
work has not been done by our own state 
university from lack of men and means. 
Much has been done in certain technica] 
lines, but the agricultural and engineering 
work, great as they aré, also suffer from 
inadequate support. The school of com- 
merce does not have a sufficient appro- 
priation, nor has the graduate school. In 
fact, scarcely any interest at our state 
university is yet properly developed. 
Some people may think that the appro- 


large; that nearly a million and a quarter 
dollars a year are enough. It must be 
remembered, however, that a large part 
of this is for buildings and equipment 
that should have been supplied long ago, 
Moreover, the appropriation is small from 
the point of view of the wealth of the 


state. Mr. Slosson states in his article 


on the University of IIlinois that on the 
basis of actual valuation the state of IIIi- 
nois is giving its university only 7 cents 
on $1,000, whereas Minnesota gives 11, 
Michigan 19, and Wisconsin, 22. In other 
words, if the people of Illinois would give 
to their university an amount as large in 
proportion to the actual valuation of its 
wealth as do the people of the state of 
Wisconsin, the appropriation would be 
more than three times what is now given. 

Illinois is one of the richest states of 
the union. It will become richer the more 
it does for university education, for the 
university returns to the state more than 
it gets in appropriations. .

It was prepared under Aeta of 
the secretary by experts in his depart- 
ment, Therein one learns how to take 
the coy and resisting chuck steak, the 
brisket, flank, or neck and convert them 
into perfectly edible and nutritious dishes. 
The fats, which are often thrown away, 
thus causing great waste, may be used 
as butter in cooking or in the preparation 
of other food. 

If Mr. Wilson’s advice is taken, even 
the despised bones can be utilized by con- 
verting them not only into soup stock but 
by making them furnish marrow, some 
thing not generally used by us, but which 
Huropean gourmets prise highly.

We have no doubt the government cooks 
have done wonders with cheap food, but 
they fail to take account of the extra fuel 
needed to produce their recipes. 


A CHANCE TO SHOW THEIR METTLE.

THAT STEWART AVENUE BRIDGE. 

Does the Pennsylvania railroad com- 
pany wish to be considered an open ene- 
my of Chicago? 

We ask this question because it is 
difficult to believe, on the one hand, that 
any corporation, which must depend for 
many important things upon the good will 
of this community, is likely openly to in- 
vite hostility; while on the other hand it 
is still more difficult: to account for the 
Pennsylvania’s insistence upon the nar- 
row span bridge at Stewart avenue. 

Permission to build this bridge has been 
granted by the secretary of war, although 
the plans for improving the river and 
making a 200 foot clearway are well 
known officially and publicly. Represen- 
tative Madden has asked the house to 
pass a resolution directing the war de- 
partment to reacind this permission. 

It should be passed without opposition 
from the representatives of the railroad 
unless the Pennsylvania thinks it can af- 
ford to put itself on record against the 
city’s reasonable plan for harbor improve- 
ment. If this should prove to be the case 
a fight should be made for the 200 foot 
channel—and the action of the Pennsyl- 
vania should be put down in the record 
against the time—which is not far away 
-——when it will be asking the city for 
favors.

VERY court in Europe will be placed in mourning 
by the death of the aged duchess of Genoa, who, 
having had a stroke of apoplexy, may have died 
before this letter appears in print. It was only 
the other day that she celebrated her eightieth 
birthday surrounded not only by children but also by her 
great-grandchildren, among the latter of whom are 
Princess Yolanda, with her brother, the heir apparent, 
and her two sisters. 

The duchess is the grandmother of the present king, 
also the mother of Queen Marguerite, and is generally 
understood to have played an important réle during the 
reign of her son-in-law, King Humbert, in uniting Italy 
to the triple alliance. Her interest in cementing the 
bonds of Italy with Germany, and incidentally with Aus- 
tria, was due to the fact that although she had become by 
her marriage a princess of the reigning house of Savoy. 
she was by birth and education a German, a sister of the 
last two kings of Saxony. 

She has been an exceedingly clever and masterful 
woman, possessed of as many accomplishments in the 
way of music, painting, etc., as her daughter, Queen 
Marguerite, and has displayed throughout her life 4 
keen appreciation and understanding of international 
politics. 

Her marriage to the late Duke Ferdinand of Gente, 
younger brother of the “ Re Galant "Uomo,” was more or 
less of @ loveless union. For the duke had been deeply 
infatuated with Princess Louise of Prussia, daughter of 
old Prince Charles of Prussia, and one of the most 
beautiful women of her time. But their engagement had 
been broken off by her uncle, King Frederick William 
IV. of Prussia, and by his government, not only on ac- 
count of the duke being a Roman Catholic but also be- 
cause at the time the court of Berlin was bent on main- 
taining the friendliest relations with that of Vienna, 
which then, as now, was imbued with sentiments of ani- 
mosity toward the reigning house of Savoy.

Princess Louise, who had jilted her former flancé, 
Prince (afterward king) Charles of Sweden, for the sake 
of Duke Ferdinand of Genoa, was subsequently induced 
to give her hand to Prince Alexis of Hesse, from whom 
she obtained a divorce some years later, the duke of 
Genoa contracting an equally unhappy marriage, based 
on dynastic considerations, with Princess Elizabeth of 
Saxony, who has been far more attractive in her old 
age, with her beautiful white hair, than in her youth. 
She bore the duke of Genoa two children, Marguerite, 
now the queen dowager of Italy, and Thomas, who suc- 
ceeded his father as duke of Genoa, and is now the rank- 
ing Officer of the Italian navy. Her husband died sud- 
denly, and before her first years of widowhood had 


elapsed she lost her heart to her chamberlain, the good 


looking Marquis Nicholas Rapallo. 

Yielding to the pressing recommendations of her 
spiritual adviser, Archbishop Franzoni of Turin, the 
duchess allowed herself to be privately married by that 
prelate to the marquis. Her brother-in-law, King Victor 
Emmanuel, was beside himself with anger when he 
learned of the matter, insisted that it was an insult to 
the memory of his dead brother; that the archbishop of 
Turin had been led by spite against him to influence the 
duchess to contract such a mesalliance. He wound up 
by dismissing Rapallo from the army, depriving the 
duchess of the guardianship of her children and ordering 
her to live abroad, that is to say, in exile. 

Some years later, when a severe illness led him to 
marry morganatically his fair friend, Rosina Vercellone, 
whom he created Countess Mirafiori, he relented toward 
his sister-in-law, restored her daughter to her and al- 
lowed her to take up her residence in her beautiful lake- 
side villa at Stresa, on Lake Como, where she from 
thenceforth made her home, spending the winters in 
Turin, where she lived surrounded by a large household 
and in quite a good deal of state.

There are different versions as to whether the second 
marriage of the duchess was as happy as she had ex- 
pected. At any rate it lasted for close upon a quarter 
of a century and then the marquis committed suicide in 
the grounds of his wife’s villa at Stresa. 

She had a profound respect for conventionality, had 
retained all the prejudices on the subject of rank, and 
of the respect due thereto, peculiar to the petty courts 
of Germany in days gone by, and had little or no indul- 
gence for those who offended in such matters: King 
Humbert, while most dutiful, always conveyed the im- 
pression of feeling rather relieved when he bade her 
good-by at the railroad station at Rome at the conclu- 
sion of her annual visit to his court, while his son, 
King Victor Emmanuel, who has even a still greater dis- 
taste for the rules of etiquette than his father, and 
seems tempted at times to cast them to the winds, stood 
in awe of his grandmother’s reproachful eyes. He was 
on the whole more at ease away from her than in her 
presence. 

Of course, she herself had been guilty of the most 
shocking breach of etiquette when she married secretly 
the Marquis Rapallo before her year of mourning fcr 
her royal husband had elapsed, but no one ever was 
found bold enough to remind her of the fact.

Lord Carnworth’s sudden demise—he fell dead with- 
out a moment's warning in the street, while on his way 
to the house of lords at Westminster—creates a vacancy 
in the number of representative peers of Scotland in 
the upper chamber of the national legislature, and fur- 
nishes an opening for the American born Lord Fairfax, 
who has just sailed for his home in England, and who 
was defeated in his efforts to get sent to the house of 
lords on the occasion of the election by the Scotch peers 
of the parliamentary representatives of their order at 
the meeting held last January at Holyrood palace. Lord 
Carnworth’s eldest son died in exactly the same way 
as his father, of heart disease, in the street, some four 
years ago. 3 

Lord Carnworth, who was a veteran soldier and com- 
manded for a number of years the Cameron Highlands, is 
succeeded in his honors, which include the earldom of 
Carnworth, the barony of Dalzell and Liberton, and a 
Nova Scotia baronetcy, by his 27 year old son Ronald, 
who thus becomes the chief of the ancient house of Dal- 
zell. But it is difficult to say whether he is the thir- 
teenth or the sixteenth earl of Carnworth, owing to the 
fact that for several generations the title was attainted. 

The founder of the house was Thomas de Dalzell, who 
swore fealty to Edward I. in 1296. He also was one of 
the companions in arms of Robert Bruce. His son, Sir 
Robert Dalzell, obtained a grant of lands in Lanark- 
shire of David II., and was that monarch’s envoy to the 
court of King Haakon of Norway, and negotiated the set- 
tlement of some difficulty that had arisen in connection 
with the government of the Orkney islands.

Another Sir Robert Dalzell fought for Mary, queen 
of Scots, at Langside, in 1560, and) his grandson and 
namesake, Sir Robert Dalzell, was created by King 
Charles lord of Dalzell in the peerage of Scotland, being 
subsequently raised to the earldom of Carnworth. His 
son, the second earl, fought for Charles I. in the battle 
of Naseby in 1645 and to him Clarendon attributes the 
loss of that action by the Royalists owing to his having 
seized the bridle of the horse of the king when the latter 
had ordered a charge on the enemy's horse and thus 
preventing him from leading the attack, disastrous con- 
fusion resulting therefrom. 

His son, the third earl, was made prisoner fighting 
under the royal standard at the battle of Worcester six 
years later and spent a considerable time in captivity. 
The sixth earl took a prominent part in the Jacobite in- 
surrection against George I., was ultimately pardoned, 
so far as his life and estates Were concerned, but had 
his peerages and his honors’ attainted. 

This was in 1715, and it was not until a hundred 
years later that they were restored by act of parliament 
in favor of Gen. Robert Dalzell, who had taken part in 
the battle of New Orleans, where his kinsman, Capt. 
Robert Dalzell of the Royal navy, who would have been 
Lord Carnworth save for the attainder, fell in action. 
The late earl was the grandson of the Gen. Dalzell in 
whose favor the honors of the house were restored. 

The Dalzell estates are now in the possession of Lord 
Hamilton of Dalzell, whose ancestor, Sir John Hamilton, 
acquired the Dalzell, Lanarkshire, and other estates 
through marriage. The late earl made his home at 
Carnworth house at Fulham, on the river Thames. It is 
a beautiful place, but has been sadly spoiled by the 
springing up of cheap villas all around his place, while 
gas and soap works on the opposite bank of the river 
mar the outlook which he formerly enjoyed.

The sacred books of the Tibetans are said to be the 
most extensive of any religion, running into 325 vol- 
umes, almost a library in themselves. Tibet embraced 
Buddhism about the seventh century of our era. The 
Tibetans translated e doctrines into 100 volumes 
under the name of “Kangyna.” And by way of exe- 
gesis and commentary they added 225 volumes. These 
books were printed at Marthany in 1721, and another 
edition was published at Peking.

After his usual masterly analysis of the week's 
orchestral offerings, Dr. Dubbe had something to say 
about music and personality to the Program Study 
Class.

“Of all musical instruments the voice is the 
greatest,” pursued: the Doctor; “to imitate it is the 
desire of every pianist. Yet the greatest music has 
not been written for the voice. To the composer the 
human voice, like the violin or the horn, is a certain 
color; and here again personality comes in, the per- 
sonality of the composer, which is the most impor- 
tant of all. If artists were content to give us the 
personality of the composer plus their own, all would 
be well; but it is usually the other way about. Thus, 
Herr Busoni is supposed to be a great Bach player; 
but we do not get Bach from him—we get a Busoni- 
fication of Bach.”

Cases of Sickness. 
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SPONGE BATH GREAT AID. 


Brisk Rubdown Places Skin in 
Condition to Resist Attack 
of Disease. 


New York, March 24.— [Special.] — The 
public health education committee of the 
Medical society of New York and the hygiene 
committee of the City Federation of Wom- 
ems clubs met this afternoon to talk about 
the every day variety of hard cold.“ What 
follows,is a composite report of the lecture: 

To begin with, you don't take cold by being 
cold, but by a sudden and unequal lower- 
ing of the temperature of some part of the 
body. Indeed, you frequently take cold be- 
cause you are too hot, as when you sleep in 
a warm room with too many bed clothes over 
you. Again, by wearing too warm clothing 
of absorbent quality next to the skin you 
bring about a condition in whch you readily 
take cold. 

Cold Bath Best Preventive. 


The next best thing to having light and 
quickly absorbent material next to the skin 


it you want to be in a condition to resist tak- 


ing cold is to accustom yourself to the daily 
cold sponge bath. It appears that the cold 
water is not so much a preventive in itself 
as a means to an end; the end being the 
brisk rubdown. This should be vigorous and 
in its process more than one towel should 
be used. That lively friction of the body 
is what puts it into a condition to resist the 
sudden congestion of the skin. 

The long list of diseases which some have 
believed result from the common cold result 
from something else, said the speakers. Cold 
leaves the affected membrane in a condition 
where they cannot throw off the millions 
of disease germs which are constantly at- 
tached. Then the germs get in their work; 
that is to say, they get into the circulation 
of the blood and have their way. There is 
a simple way of keeping the membrane of 
the nose, which shelters so many disease 
germs, in a healthy condition. That is by a 
daily morning and evening application of 
warm salt water.

Defendant Denies Knowledge of Case 
and Lawyers Are Reticent.

A baby girl 1 year ok is to be a feature of 


the evidence in à $26,000 suit pending in the 
Superior court against Melville Frank Bir- 
ney, traveling representative of a Philadel- 
phia railroad construction company. Miss 
Lydia Heckroth is the complainant as well as 
the principal witness in a case against Birney 
in the Municipal court. 

Mr. Birney is staying at the Kaiserhof ho- 
tel, but there is no record of his name on the 
hotel register.

room. Mr. Birney was interviewed yesterday 
by a TRIBUNE reporter. 


Makes a General Denial. 

“Iam not Mr. Birney,” he said when ac- 
costed. When shown a photograph of aim- 
self he admitted his identity and then said: 
“I don't know anything about the case. 
I never heard of the girl. I have never been 
notified that there is any kind of an action 
pending against me.“ , 

“ What is your reason for staying at the 
Kaiserhof hotel under an assumed name?“ 

“I am not registered under an assumed 
name at any place. I am staying at several 
place. The Kalserhof is one of them.” 

The case in the Municipal court against 
Birney was filed during March and he was 
arrested and his bond was set at $800 by 
Judge Crowe. Arrangements were made be- 
tween Attorney John M. Duffy, representing 
Miss Heckroth, and Attorney Frank L. 
Kriete representing Mr. Birney, to bring 
about a settlement. Negotiations, it is said, 
fell through, and on March 18 the case was 
transferred to Judge Going’s court, where a 
jury trial has beendemanded.

On the day the case was transferred a suit 
for $25,000 was begun by Attorney Duffy on 
behalf of Miss Heckroth, but the particulars 
in the case were withheld. Miss Heckroth, 
whose home is in Minneapolis, has been stay- 
ing with friends on the north side, and her 
attorney has refused to make known her 
address.

COARSE GRAINS HAVE RALLY 


Offerings Dry Up as Shorts Attempt to 
Cover; Provisions Firm. 


Wheat prices a little better than held their 
own yesterday notwithstanding Uberal real- 


long wheat over the holiday. Crop damage 
reports poured into the market all day long, 


coming from Kansas, Missouri, Nebraska, 


and Illinois, and there was considerable buy- 
ing by the Bartlett-Patten house, which is 
recognized as the leader in the bull campaign, 


but the dry weather failed to bring in the 


outside buying expected, and the market 
showed decidedly less ginger than looked 
for in view of all the help it had. Trade was 
not large except at times, and commission 
house trade was moderate on the whole. 
Final quotations were Kc to %-%c higher for 
the day. : 
‘Traders Are Not Enthusiastic. 
Neither local traders nor the outside specu- 
lators enthuse much on the buying side of 
wheat at this level, and the genérality of 
traders are not yet prepared to admit that 
the country is on a strictly domestic con- 
sumptive basis. It is-considered as a decided- 
ly radical move to start a bull campaign at 
present prices, which will to a large extent 
preclude any export business this coming sea- 
son if the bulls succeed in boosting values. 
At present, new crop features are way above 
an export parity, and even the bulls admit 
there are liberal supplies in the country am- 
ple for all needs. The last two or three years 
the export inquiry during the summer months 
has allowed enough wheat to be moved out 
of the country to give the bulls an advan- 
tage, but such will not be likely this summer 
unless the July and September are sold down 
to a parity with outside markets. 


Drought Is Main Factor. 
Continued dry weather is the most potent 
factor in the situation, and latest advices 
from Omaha and KansasCity said that there 
were no prospects for rain. High winds and 
hot weather is now admitted to be doing con- 
siderable damage, and fields are going back 
in localities where heretofore there has been 
Httle complaint. Nearly all the crop experts 
sent in bullish messages, and the damage 
claims forwarded by many correspondents 
were hard to believe on account of their sen- 
sational character. Whole counties in cen- 
. appear to be practically a totab 
failure to judge from.current advices. Mis- 
souri reports are coming about as bad as those 
‘from Kansas. From the southeastern part of 
this state there are encouraging reports, but 
southern Nebraska is beginning to complain. 
So far few complaints have been received 
from Oklahoma, and Texas, which usually 
have the crop killed several times at this 
‘season. F
